THE HISTORIC VICTORIAN HOME OF DK WARREN 
Located in Warrenton, Oregon, is on the 
National Register of Historic Places 


The Daniel Knight Warren House, a building of frame construction 
completed in 1885 at the cost of $8,000, is among the outstanding houses 
of the late Victorian period in Clatsop County, Oregon. 


The house is located in Warrenton facing east on a low knoll overlooking 
the entrance to the Skipanon River. It also commands a view across 
Young's Bay toward Astoria, the Pacific gateway port at the mouth of the 
Columbia River. Because of its prominence, the house served as an 
unofficial beacon at night time. According to tradition, a lamp was kept 
burning in the front window so that the skippers of Warrenton boast 
heading across Young's Bay from Astoria would be guided to home port on 
the Skipanon. 


The house site was perhaps the only area rising above flood tide on the 
180-acre Warren estate in early days. Before building his large house, 
Warren hired 20 Chinese laborers to build the first dikes to hold back the 
tides. 


Like its counterpart in Astoria, the High Victorian Eastlake house build for 
Captain George Flavel in 1884, the Warren House displays the taste of rich 
elaboration and eclecticism so characteristic of the period. 


Queen Anne characteristics of the Warren House are the asymmetrical 
facade organization and plan, the variety of roof forms and surface 
textured, tall chimneys with corbelled, "flared" caps, and the wrap-around 
veranda. 


Italianate influence is seen in the bracketed cornice and elongated, one- 
over-one, double-hung windows with segmental arch heads. The Stick 
Style is apparent n the horizontal and vertical ordering of exterior 
elevations through such elements as spandrel panels of vertical tongue and 
groove boards and saw-toothed edging contrasting with overall cladding, 
which is horizontal 1 x 6-inch shiplap siding. Numerous strip string courses 
and vertical bandings are employed also. The Queen Anne porch shows

Daniel Warren 
(1836-1903) 


DK Warren, a native of New 
York, was one of the leading 
businessmen of the county. 
Few contributed more 
industriously to the up 
building of Clatsop County, 
Oregon, over so long a 
period as DK Warren.

ld-timers in War- 
renton have long 
Spread rumors 
about D.K. War- 
ren’s ghost wander- 
ing around his 
house. The coastal 
town’s founder isn’t 
one of those howl- 
ing, banging spirits 
— he mostly keeps 
to himself. It’s just that Warren 
built his graceful Victorian 
manse as a labor of love in 1885, 
and he apparently doesn’t want 
to leave. 

For a time, it seemed Warren’s 
grand old house might become a 
ghost, too. Generations of War- 
rens grew up in it during the first 
half of the century, but since the 
late 1960s, the empty house had 
been left to weather ravages of 
time and nature alone. 

Alice and Alan Myer came 
across the abandoned Warren 
house in 1985, as they toured the 
Oregon coast. The yard was 
overgrown, and sections of roof

long since had surrendered to 
the rain. But Alice Myer was 
drawn in, and peering through 
broken windows, she saw the 
house’s fading beauty: the peel- 
ing wallpaper, the doors with 
original cut-glass knobs, the ceil- 
ings decorated. with intricate, 
hand-painted frescoes. 


“T got super emotional,”’ she 
recalls. “It was such a beautiful 
old home, and no one was caring 
about it.” 


Alice Myer took a few snap- 
shots and carried the feeling of 
the place back to Los Angeles. 
When Alan Myer retired from 
the Los Angeles assessor’s office 
two years later, the couple decid- 
ed to buy the Warren house and 
devote their retirement to reno- 
vating it. 


After almost 20 years of 
neglect, the place had dissolved 
into little more than a shell. For- 
tunateiy, both Myers are handy 
with tools: Alan did the plumb- 
ing, wiring, plastering and most

of the structural work. Alice con- 
centrated on painting, wall 
papering and drapes. 

They turned artist Rebecca 
Rubens and her assistant, Roger 
McKay, loose on the ceilings. Ru- 
bens and McKay spent four 
months lying on their backs on a 
scaffold, carefully restoring the 
100-year-old frescoes. Each of the 
three has a theme that relates to 
the room over which it hovers. 
The front parlor ceiling features 
angels, cherubs and birds. The 
dining room has birds, fish and 
sailing scenes, while the living 
room represents the life of the 
mind, with images of books, arts, 
crafts and music. 

Once most of the heavy work 
was finished, Alice Myer turned 
her attention to furbishing the 
rooms. The former antique store 
owner took pains to use as many 
Victorian-era design techniques 
as possible. Each room’s wallpa- 
per comes from Victorian wall- 
paper books, and most of the fur- 
niture is Victorian-era as well. 
Some pieces came from the 
Myers’ old house, while others 
are original Warren family 
pieces: Warren descendants liv- 
ing next door donated the origi- 
nal copper bathtub from the 
downstairs bathroom. Another 
Warrenton resident brought 
over a rocking chair that once 
served in the Warren house. 


Alice Myer designed a period- 
style kitchen, dominated by a 60 
year-old, six-burner, three-oven, 
gas-burning range. Where ves- 
tiges of the modern world 
intrude — the dishwasher and 
the blenders, for instance — she 
was careful to build period-style 
cabinets to hide them. 


Now, more than three years 
after salvaging the remains of 
Warren’s dreamhouse, the 
Myers are reaping a harvest of 
national and local restoration 
awards for their efforts. The 
National Historic Trust cited 
them for the painstaking work 
on the ceiling frescoes, and the 
Warrenton Historical Society 
and the Historic Preservation 
League of Oregon recognized 
them for their work on refur- 
bishing the house as a whole. 
The Myers’ house has been 
designed a National Historic 
Site, ensuring its survival well 
into the next century. 

Now, with most of the interior 
work finished, the Myers are 
turning their attention to the 
house’s lawns and gardens. 
Working from old photographs, 
they hope to recreate the Victori- 
an-era grounds authentically. 

Perhaps when they’re fin- 
ished, D.K. Warren will feel free 
to mosey outside for a stroll. 
Even if he doesn’t, the Myers 
don’t mind having him around. 
And he seems pleased with their 
work, too. Ever since they start- 
ed renovating the place, Alice 
Myer keeps finding pennies scat- 
tered mysteriously around the 
house. She’s glad the old man 
seems to approve. ‘‘He’s been 
very friendly to us, and we like 
him a lot,’’ Alice Myer says. 
“And we do appreciate the finan- 
cial help. But if he’s going to 
leave money, I just wish he could 
leave a lot more.”’ NW]

The exterior, although showing signs of weathering, demonstrates many of the 
architectural features of the late 1800s. Within, the house is very close to its original 


_ texture with extensive woodwork, embossed tin wainscotting and elaborate hand-painted 
frescoes on several ceilings. : 


Because of LS pronounced, yet simple, use Of ornamental woodwork on the exterior, 
_ the Warren House most closely resembles the Stick Style. The extensive intersecting 
half-timbering used in many Stick Style houses is not prominent in this house, but this 
technique can be observed especially on the north and east exposures with intersecting 
horizontal and vertical boards. Although the Stick Style predominates, there are also 
Italianate influences. The cornice brackets between the first and second story and the 


second and upper half story, and the window treatment throughout are among the features 
that have Italianate influences. ! : : 


Exterior features of the house are predominated by projecting bays on the west, north 
and east facade. The roof is hipped with hipped gable dormers above the east and west 
bays and over the front entrance, and a full gable roof on the north bay. All the windows 
are segmental headed on the first and second stories with an attractive bracketed entabla- 
ture Over one second story, window on the west exposure. The front porch extending from 
the north around the west side of the house has badly deteriorated but original decorative

members survive and the porch can be easily restored. Miraculously, the ravages of weather | 


ane vandalism have not damaged the two ornately etched windows in the front (north) entry 
oors. é 


This house would be a noteworthy architectural gem on its exterior features alone, 
but its uniqueness is seen in the interior. The house has been deserted since 1965, when 
the Warren family moved out. Partly because of the lack of modern alterations to make 
the house more-habitable and partly because the substantial construction has protected 
the inside from the elements, the remarkable interior features survive. There is a gener- 
Ous use Of oak and walnut in elaborate sliding panel doors on the first floor 
and around the windows and doors throughout. Many rooms and hallways feature decorative 
pressed tin wainscotting and in nearly all the rooms, original wallpaper survives. 

_ Throughout the house original handpainted carpet remains. Much of the carpet is badly 
damaged by lack of care, but much of it could be cleaned and left in place. 


Perhaps the most impressive feature of the Warren House is the hand-painted frescoed 
ceilings. The ceilings in the dining room, parlor and living room on the first floor have 
the most spectacular designs and colors and two rooms on the second floor also have 
ceiling paintings. All of the frescoes depict pastoral themes and all are executed in 
the vivid colors of the Victorian period.

STATEMENT OF SIGNIFICANCE 


The Daniel K. Warren House is significant as an example of Stick Style architecture 
with an interior that is of nearly-all original fabric.. Daniel K. Warren was one of 
Clatsop County's leading businessmen during the late 19th century. He invested in real 
estate, cattle trade, lumbering, railroads, a water company, and he founded the town whic 
bears his name--Warrenton. 


Warren came to Oregon as an Oregon Trail emigrant in. 1852. During the late 1860s he 
Opened a meat market in Astoria and purchased marshland near the mouth of the Skipanon 
River (about five miles southwest of Astoria) to raise his livestock. For a more efficie 
use of the pastureland, Warren hired Chinese laborers to erect a 24 mile long dike on the 
Skipanon River. When the dike was completed in 1878, Warren began planning the town of 
Warrenton which was platted in 1889. To encourage settlement in his town, Warren offered 
$1,000 to each family who built a house valued over $3,000,and he gave free lots to those 
who built houses valued at $1,000. Part of the town of Warrenton encompassed the earlier 
town of Lexington. Lexington was established in 1848, and it became the first county sea 
of Clatsop County. By 1879, Lexington was completely dead as a town and shortly thereaft: 
Warrenton began to develop in about the same area. 


Architecturally, the Warren House is one of the finest houses on the Oregon Coast. 
The interior is as close to its original fabric as any house in Oregon, providing an exce 
lent educational tool for the study of late 19th century Victorian interiors. Some moist 
damage has taken place in the house, but the most Significant features--the hand painted 
fresco ceilings, the woodwork, the embossed tin wainscotting, and the carpets--all survive 
and are in restorable condition. . 
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The following is from an auto- 
biography of Marshall A. Baker. 
He wrote it when he was bet- 
ween the ages of 76-79. He sent 
the account to Doris Warren in 
1981. 

The first encounter with Mr. 
George Warren took place in the 
winter of 1919. He gave a lift to 
Mr. Baker and his friend, Arthur, 
as they were walking near the 
summit of the Siskyou moun- 
tains. The young men were 
headed to San Francisco. Mr. 
Baker was only 18-years-old at 
the time.

We were crunching down the 
road when a brand new Max- 
well touring car pulled up, 
stopped, and the driver said, 
"You boys want a lift?” Arthur 
spoke up, "Yes indeed, if we 
won’t be too much trouble."

Our answer brought a 
surprised look -- especially 
when we told him we were 
headed to Los Angeles. 

"My goodness,” he said, "I 
thought you were a couple of 
loggers who lived just down the 
road a bit."

This Summer’s Most 
Enjoyable Outing. 

The most interesting and most 
delightful day I spent this sum- 
mer was on board the CHIN- 
OOK, a large dredge now at 
work on the Columbia River. 

Our party consisted of four 
boys and girls chaperoned by a 
dear friend. We started from 
shore at eight o’clock in the 
morning. The sun was shining 
gloriously and there was just 
wind enough to make the waves 
break into foaming, seething 
"white caps.". There were num- 


berless white-sailed fishing boats 
that swerved and dipped; some 
immediately in the wake of the 
dredge. 

After we grew tired of promen- 


ading the upper deck, we went

engine room where the tempera- 
ture was 98 degrees day and 
night. 

The purpose of this great 
dredge, which was once a Sister 
ship to the transport SHERMAN, 
is 10 carry great quantities of 
sand from the Bar out into the 
sea on the other side of the jetty, 

a sort of trestle which is built 
about five or six miles out into 
the sea. The government has 
undertaken this vast expense in 
order to save the entrance to the 
Columbia River from being made 
shallow by the continual washing 
in of sand. Without this work, in 
time it would be impossible for 
deep sea vessels to enter this 
Splendid fresh water harbor. The 
CHINOOK carried eight thou- 
sand six hundred forty one tons 
of sand from the Bar the day on 
which we visited it. 

By request of the Captain, 
with whom we were slightly ac 
quainted, a delightful lunch anc 
dinner had been Prepared for us 


A portion of the afternoon was 
spent in examining the function 
of the great cranes and other 
portions of the vessel. Two or 
three hours we spent in the pilot 
house looking through the glas- 
Ses, once in awhile being able to 
sight a vessel out at sea. 

At seven-thirty in the evening, 
the dredge turned and began its 
course homeward. As there was 
a full moon, we remained on

The Banker's Suite Building housed the Astoria National Bank, which failed in 1927. The building went vacant until occu- 
pied in 1930 by Bank of Astoria, which later merged with U.S. National Bank occupying the building until 1973. The build- 
ing was also the home of the Sound Bank, a short-lived networking hub and performance and practice space for coastal 


artists in the early 2000s. 


A History of banking 

In January 1923, workers 
still picked through the debris 
of the Astoria National Bank 
building in the wake of the 
Great Fire of 1922. Bank offi- 
cers confered with famed 
architect John E. Wicks on 
the reconstruction plan for the 
building. 

The building represents 
one of the handful of exam- 
ples in Astoria using finely 
detailed terra cotta surfaces. 

Niemi & Company took 
over the construction and 
completed the new building at 
a cost of $100,000 in Febru- 
ary 1924 using the pre-fire 
columns and vaults. 

Astoria National Bank 
went into receivership in 
1928, and the building stood 
vacant until 1930, which the 
newly chartered Bank of Asto- 
ria moved in. 

The bank stayed there until 


1937, when it was merged 
with U.S. National Bank of 
Oregon, which stayed in the 
building until 1973. The 
building was later used for 
storage by the Astor Street 
Opry Company, but has often 
sat vacant and has been owned 
by various property developers.

Editor’s note: The historic DK Warren house, built 
in 1885, has new owners. Mike and Teale Adelmann 
of New Mexico purchased the iconic 4,400 square 
foot house recently and are excited about becoming 
part of the Warrenton community. They have cre- 
ated a new website for the DK Warren house: www. 

The Columbia Press recently 
had a chance to talk with Teale about their move. 


Why the move from New Mexico to Warrenton, 
Oregon?

DK Warren House gets 
modern makeover with light 
show to celebrate holiday

WARRENTON — If you are 
traveling along Skipanon Drive, 
look out for the glowing snow- 
flakes, luminous trees and shining 
decorations in the shape of a Santa 
Claus Snoopy, an elf and festive 
penguins. 

Mike and Teale Adelmann 
have put a modern twist on a late 
Victorian house to celebrate the 
holiday season. 

Fairly new owners of the Dan- 
iel Knight Warren House, the 
Adelmanns wasted no time in car- 
rying on a tradition Mike started 
about 30 years ago. They created 
a visual masterpiece with more 
than 10,000 lights that are syn- 
chronized to music. The multisto- 
ry house, built by Oregon pioneer 
and early Warrenton settler Daniel 
Knight Warren in 1885, is the bed- 
rock for the eye-catching display. 

The show runs seven days per 
week from 4 to 10 p.m. The final 
show will be Jan. 1. 

Mike started his stearate 
hobby with about 1,000 or so 
lights. From there, the annual tra- 
dition of creating a light show for 
Christmas progressed. He added 


more lights and decorations. Teale 
jumped onboard to help with the 
tradition when the couple married 
11 years ago. 

“Ever since I’ve known him, 
this is what he does,” she said. “So 
I help him in his creation, and I do 
the inside stuff.” 

They soon started linking the 
lights to a central control and 
synchronizing the motion of the 
twinkling bulbs to music. They 
switched to light-emitting diode 
bulbs, which keeps the electric bill 
in check. 


Three songs and some 
‘corny jokes’ 

Usually, the couple likes to use 
five or six songs, Mike said. This 
year, the couple modified their 
plans and kept the show to a con- 
servative three songs and some 
“comy jokes” delivered by Santa 
Claus, Teale said. The songs for 
the show include a techno version 
of the hymn “Amazing Grace,” 
the song “Christmas Vacation” 
written for “National Lampoon’s 
Christmas Vacation” and “Wiz- 
ards in Winter” by the Trans-Sibe- 
rian Orchestra.

It takes Mike about 20 
to 30 hours to sequence the 
lights to each song. He began 
that process months ago. The 
week before Thanksgiving, the 
Adelmanns began putting up 
the decorations, finishing by 
the start of December. Because 
they were designing for a new 
and slightly less familiar loca- 
tion, they used only a portion 
of the decorations they have 
stockpiled. 

“There wasn’t enough time 
to get a full display,” Mike said. 


A decorated Victorian 

The Adelmanns said they 

enjoyed decorating the Vic- 
torian home, a stark juxtapo- 
sition to their former stucco, 
flat-roofed home in New Mex- 
ico. Already they have plans 
to expand on the project next 
year and create an even greater, 
more complex display. 

When searching for a house, 
the ability to be decorated was 
one of the couple’s criteria, 
along with a nearby hospital for 
Teale, who works as a nurse. 
The couple also wanted a view 
of water and that the house be 
somewhat different — not “the 
cookie-cutter home” they were 
used to, Teale said. 

The historic house, perched 
by the Skipanon River and only 
about 12 miles from Provi- 
dence Seaside Hospital, fit the 
bill. 

“This checked all those box- 
es,” she said. 

When they moved in, they

constructed a garage in the 
back with a new power line 
specifically to run the lights and 
also to store all the decorations, 
lights and thousands of feet of 
homemade extension cords. 

A few months ago, the 
house was decked in a differ- 
ent display — rife with hues 
of orange and black, singing 
pumpkins and skeletal figures 
— to celebrate Halloween. 


The Adelmanns got permission 


from the Skipanon Marina for * 


people to park there and walk 
to the house to trick-or-treat and 
watch the show. 

For Christmas, however, 
spectators are encouraged to 
relax in their cars. A sign posted 
in front of the house tells spec- 
tators which frequency to tune 
into. The music and speaking 
portions play on a loop. 


‘A continuous 
flow of cars’ 

There have been few traffic 
backups so far — sometimes 
three or four motorists are wait- 
ing their turn to get the prime 


viewing location. Usually, 
“there is a continuous flow of 
cars,” Mike said. 


As of now, the couple only. 


decorate for Halloween and 
Christmas and there are no

plans to put up light displays 
for other holidays, although 
Teale has envisioned some fun 
things that could be done for 
Valentine’s Day. 

For the Adelmanns, the 
most fulfilling part of the proj- 
ect is seeing the joy and smiles 
from observers. Through an 
informational website on the 
house, the couple has received 
emails expressing apprecia- 


tion for the light show. Some- 
times spectators will wave or 
honk their horns, or kids will 
get out and dance to the mu- 
sic. The couple likes “to see 
how happy the people are, 
that they came by and enjoyed 
it,” Teale said. 

“We make someone’s day. 
We make them smile,” she add- 
ed. 

They also take personal 
pleasure going outside to watch 
the show themselves every few 
nights. 

“It’s pretty emotional to 
see the lights, especially when 
‘Amazing Grace’ comes on,” 
Teale said. “It’s just beautiful 
to see the whole house and how 
it’s lit up.” 

Their neighbors, here and 
at past residences, have not 
complained. The couple tries 
to be respectful by turning 
off the display by a decent 
hour, Teale said. Additionally, 
the traffic has not been over- 
whelming. 

“We’ve never heard any- 
thing but positive feedback 
from neighbors,” Mike said. 

In fact, their current neigh- 
bors, George and Doris War- 
ren, have joined in the fun. In 
lieu of decorating the exterior 
of their house, the Warrens put 
up a sign, lined with lights, that 
reads “Ditto” and has an arrow 
pointing to the Adelmanns’ 
house. 

“At first, we didn’t know 
how they would respond, be- 
cause it might be too much for 
some people, but they just love 
it,” Mike said.

Among his many accomplishments, in 1889 Warren began plat- 
ting the town of Warrenton with wide tree-lined streets. He sold and 
gave away building lots, donated land for a railroad station, built the 
first Warrenton school house, also on land he donated, co-owned a 
grocery store in town and built a lumber yard and sawmill there. Civ- 
ic minded, and not one to sit idle, he was involved in local, county 
and state politics, to boot. 

The Ear digresses. Back to the Adelmanns’ invitation: “Over

Pumpkins in the upstairs 
windows come alive and 
speak and sing to each other.

Just pull up outside the 
house across from the Ski- 
panon Marina and tune the 
radio to the Adelmanns’ FM 
station. 

The 1962 novelty song 
“Monster Mash,” and Mi- 
chael Jackson’s “Somebody’s 
Watching Me” and “Thriller” 
are on the playlist. 

Programming or choreo- 
graphing each song takes 
40 to 60 hours, Mike said.

“I do the inside of the 
house,” Teale said.

Mike honed his program- 
ming skills while working as 
an electronics technician. 

These days, he and his wife 
run Lifting Large, an Internet 
company that sells weight- 
lifting supplies. Next month, 


they plan to move the com- 
pany’s warehouse from the 
east end of Astoria into a new 
warehouse and small private 
gym theyre building a few 
blocks from home. 

It will give them even more 
time to devote toward mak- 
ing Warrenton a cool place to 
live.

Thank you so much for contacting me! It is a very good suggestion to contact Diane Collier since she has the information on 
the Warrenton-Hammond Historical Society and her friends include members of the Warren family. Perhaps she can give me 
further information on my family (Diane please read all three emails—perhaps you will be able to assist me.) I appreciate the 
information and will pass this on to my cousins in Oregon. Unfortunately, I am currently living in Colorado and I’m not sure 
when I will be back that way to do newspaper research, but I’m hopeful emailing will provide some enlightenment and I will 
try the online newspaper source. 


L have further information for you if you’re interested. The daughter of Frances May Belkanp who was Cornelia’s youngest 

from her marriage to Edward Belkanp, my mother, Florence Patricia Lowe used to take care of her grandmother, Cornelia, in 
her old age. She would go help her grandma every Sunday. Cornelia loved to talk about her life and shared much with my 
mom who in turned shared with me. My great Aunt Alice was the genealogist in the family and got all the birth certificates 

and such, but I have lost touch with that side of the family. Perhaps, Diane Collier can help put me back in touch with them. 
Here is what I know from my mom and what she also learned from her Aunt Alice. 


Cornelia was very petite and stunning. She had black snapping eyes and black hair so long she could sit on it. She eloped at 
age 16 with Sam Wherry. She had to give her sister, Fanny, who was 8 years old at the time, her canary to keep her from 
telling their parents. When she discovered that married people were supposed to sleep with each other, she refused and 
slept with her mother-in-law on the wedding night. The next day her father found her and took her back home, but Sam and 
she kept exchanging notes. So Grandfather Hill told her to go live with him. Grandma Cornelia said Sam was lazy. When 
she became pregnant, Neily went to California to be with her sister, Alice. Her son, Roy Wherry, was born in California. Neily 
returned to Oregon and divorced Sam who took Roy and raised him. 


Cornelia married Frank Warren and she had two children, Alice Lenore Warren (March 25, 1882) and Charles Danford Warren 
(April 14, 1890). Her daughter Alice Lenore married Angus McDonald and they had two daughters, my Great Aunt Alice and 
Margaret. Both daughters became registered nurses. Alice married but could have no children, so she adopted a boy named 
Bruce and a girl named Lynne (who turned out to have down syndrome). She was my mother’s aunt and the genealogist in 
the family). Margaret married a dentist and had a daughter named Kay. Kay never married. Charlie (Charles Danford) 
Warren married Frances Barchie and they had a child named Darlene. She married and lived in Chilloquin, Oregon. Frank 
(Charlie's father (Charles Danford]) owned one of the largest jumber mills in Portland. He died May 16, 1890 when Charles 
Danford (my great grandmother's son and a great step-uncle of mine) was only 34 days old. Neilly (Cornelia) tried to run the 
mill, but couldn’t do it alone, so she asked her brother Albert Hill to help her, but he got her into debt. She had to borrow 
money from Edward Belknap, a mill employee. He was a frugal man who saved his money. Nelly married Angus Sutherland, 
but annulled the marriage 6 months later because he was a gambler and womanizer. She married Edward Clayton Belknap 
(my Great Grandfather) so she wouldn't have to pay him back the money she owed him for the lumber mill. She was 32 
years old and he was 30. Ona 1900 census, it listed Edward Belknap and Cornelia as head of household and Charles 
Danford Warren as one of the children living in their house along with Frances May Belknap, my grandmother and Edward 
Robertson Belknap (Oct 21, 1898). My grandmother always like Charlie. 


Neily feared she had consumption and so they moved to Vernie, Oregon where it was dry about 5 miles from the Snake River 
on Dead Ox Flat (which is no longer on the map) in May 1908 and homesteaded 100 acres there. I’m not sure if Charles 
Danford was still with them at this point because he would have been 18 and would have inherited his father’s estate??? 


Funny, my mother has stories about all the Hills except George (I guess he might have been one of the secrets no one spoke 
about). 


I will pursue more information in the newspapers and I will “CC” Diane Collier and see if she can assist me with more 
information. I know your time is valuable and I greatly appreciate your clues you've given me. Perhaps some of the my 
information is valuable too. If you would like any further information on the other members of the Hill Family, I would be 


happy to share it with you!

> I read the story in the Daily Astorian years ago about the elopement of Cornelia and Sam Wherry when the editor of the 
newspaper helped them lead a false trail for her father. I had collected a few articles about them. I'm not sure I have them 
here. Years ago I was doing some small books on people and events here in the 1870s and ran across them. After they 
separated, I think she was working for a Van Dusen in Knappa. Not Adam Van Dusen. I think it was Ed and not related to 
Adam Van Dusen as far as I know. 

> 

> Phineas C. Warren's brother was Daniel Knight Warren who the town of Warrenton was named for. Daniel's house is still 
standing, an impressive, beautiful mansion in Warrenton. He had a logging operation at Knappa, right on the Columbia River 
or the rivers that led to it. He had a meat market in Astoria. His partner was John Hobson (pioneer of 1843). He developed a 
lot of property in Astoria and Warrenton. Danford was the name of Phineas and Daniel K. Warrens' father. He died when the 
boys were young and their mother married a cruel man so the boys took off. We have stories about the family.

> I haven't gathered wagon train information. The Genealogical Forum of Oregon or the Oregon Historical Society may have 
that. 

> 

> Do you know Diane Collier? She has the Warrenton-Hammond Historical Society and her friends include members of the 
Warren family. Her email is: A. DIANE COLLIER <adcollier@q.com>. She may have the photos you have requested. 

> 

> There ought to be a lot of information in the index to the newspapers at the Astoria Public Library. If possible you should 
stop by there and look. One problem is that the names are fairly common. We have several George Hill's here and it is hard 
to sort them out. One of them operated a dancehall and house of prostitution here, and later became a real estate agent.

> Have you checked the Historic Oregon Newspapers website? It is free and you can search on a name.

Z My mother had all the names for her family. They came to Oregon from Burlington, Iowa in 1862. I have found census 
information on Francis Hill (his trade was a cooper) and Remathy Foster Hills family. They brought 8 children with them on 
the wagon train (one died from small pox on the way and the wagons drove over her grave to protect it from the Indians) 
and had 8 more children once they reached Oregon. The first place they lived was the old Taylor place on Clatsop Plains 

The second place was 1/2 mile east of Warrenton on Highway 101 on the east side of the road (a portion the house was still 
standing in 1951) Their gravesite is Gray’s Chapel on Clatsop Plains between Warrenton and Seaside, the graves are first on 
the right when you enter the gate). Their children were Jane Hill (1943 - 1862), George Hill, Alice Hill Radcliff( 1850-1936) 
[moved to California], Charles Hills, Joanna Hill Pierson Hobson (1857-1935) [the Hobson name is supposed to be famous in 
Oregon history), Francis (died on the way to Oregon), Cornelia Hill Wherry Warren Belknap (1860) [my mother’s 
grandmother], Albert Hill (1862), Herbert Hill (1864), Grace Hill (1866), Fanny Hill Reed (1868), Willy Hill (1870), Hattie Hill 
Lumis (1875), Robert Hill (1878), and Fred Hill (1880), Can you give me additional information? My great grandmother 
Cornelia Hill was married to Sam Wherry, divorced, worked for Phineas Chauncy and Addie Warren, met and married Frank 
Warren who was from a wealthy lumber mill family. They married in Kalama, Washington and lived in Kappa which is the old 
Warren place about 12 miles east of Astoria on the Columbia River. They had three children and one step-daughter from a 
previous marriage, Alice Lenore Warren (March 25, 1882), Charles Danford Warren (April 14, 1890) Frank died May 16 


1990). She married Edward Clayton Belknap in 1892. Photos of the cemetery in Clasp Plains, wagon train passenger list with 


their names, picture of the old Warren place, and any other information you can give me would be greatly appreciated!
